Much apprehension exists that the at- 
tempted assassination marks a renewal 
of the troubles which recently convulsed 
Persia as a result of the Liberal ele- 
ment’s resistance of the Shah’s efforts 
to override the constitution granted by 
his predecessor. 

Plan for Absolutism Suspected. 
Though the ruler has ostensibly ac- 
quiesced in a constitutional government, 
many of his subjects think he plans a 
return to absolutism at the first favor- 
able opportunity. 
Besides the three members of the 
Shah’s suite killed and the 21 wounded 
by the bomb, it is now learned that a 
dozen or more persons in the crowd of 
spectators which lined the streets were 
wounded by shots the guard fired into 
the throng after the explosion.

BUENOS AYRES, Feb. 2.—A man 
believed to be insane threw a bomb at 
Dr. J. Figueroa Alcorta, President of 
the Republic, last evening. The Pres- 
ident was alighting from his carriage.

He kicked the infernal ma- 
chine out of bis way and went to the 
assistance of his aid-de-camp, Capt.

“As the result of Christ being de- 
picted as a weak man people have begun 
to regard religion as a weak thing, for 
women and children. They think that 
because Christ Was depicted as physical. 
ly weak His followers must be weak.” 

Dr. W. IF. Androws of te Centenary) 
Methodist Church of St. Louis said that 
he was entirely in sympathy with Dr 
Aley. The portraits of the Saviour had 
been a gradual growth in which the en- 
deavor was made by the artists to show 
the spirituality of the man Christ. 


“I believe that Dr. Aley is right. It 
is time to show that Christ was not the 
weak man He has been pictured. He 
was a type of the strength of His true 
manhood and Godhood. The portraits 
of Jesus as we now know them are 
pictures of a sentiment and not of 4 
personality. Christ was a strong man 
a man for men, and the embodiment of 
all that was admirable to men. There 
was nothing weak about Him, and the 
weak lines of His face, the scrawns 
arms, and the general weakness  at- 
tributed to him in his pictures on the 
cross are only attributable to the con- 
dition of His agony. 

Pictures Idealistic, Says Dr. Day. 

“The pictures of Christ after His 
crucifixion show Him to be a ..an of 
meekness Without strength,’ said Dr. J. 
W. Day. “I agree with Dr. Aley so far. 
The portraits we have of Christ are 
entirely idealistic and were painted en- 
tirely in sympathy with His suffering 
and with no intention of portraying Him 
as He was. There are no portraits 
of Him as He was, but we have the 
right to believe that He was a man of 
courage and acquitted Himself as a 
hero. He was a typical man of His 
time, reared as a carpenter, and as such 
had physical -strength. He was a man 
of the house of David and so must have 
shown in His face and physique the 
characteristics of that race. He was 
more than men. He was superman. 
The conventional type of portrait of 
the Saviour was adopted by early paint- 
ers to be the picture of purity and be 
came established."’
